About four years ago, Maureen Smithe, 29, was lugging her garbage 
down two flights of stairs to her apartment building’s Dumpster when 
she noticed that nearly half the bags were filled with paper towels, 

“I was completely disgusted by how wasteful that was,” says Smithe, 
a Streeterville resident and part-time Walter E, Smithe buyer who 
blogs about eco-friendly living at www.homemadenriotherlng.com, “I 
figured there must be something we could do about it,” 

She did. She decided she and her husband had to change their habits. 
Gone from her shopping list were paper towels. 

Next off the list was laundry detergent (she learned to make her 
own using a bar of soap, V2 cup washing soda, V2 cup borax and 6 cups 
water). Then hand soap (her recipe: a bar of soap, 2 tablespoons olive 
oil, I tablespoon honey and water) and cleaning products (“I use vary- 
ing amounts of vinegar and Castile soap to clean just about every- 
thing,” she says). 

To cut down on her electricity usage, the toaster and cell phone 
charger went unplugged unless they were being used. Lights (which 
use energy-efficient compact fluorescent bulbs) were switched off— 
unless absolutely necessary 

Whenever possible, she began hanging her laundry to dry in her 
hallway, rather than using the dryer. 

In doing so, Smithe and her husband (and their 13-month-old baby) 
haven’t just reduced their consumption; they’ve also saved a signifi- 
cant amount of money 

“Just cutting out paper towels alone saves us about $350 a year, then 
add in the cost of detergent and everything else and these things add 
up fast,” she says, “It’s become such a normal part of life I don’t think 
twice about it,” 

Some elements of Smithe’s apartment make her lifestyle changes 
easier. For instance, having an in-unit washer and dryer makes the use 
of cloth diapers, towels and cloth napkins easier. 

But even before she moved to her current apartment eight months 
ago, she was doing things the same way— even though getting to her 
laundry room required walking down two flights of stairs then walk- 
ing outside through a courtyard.

I have 
my concerns too-especially when it comes to Chicago’s recycling 
program. But maybe we can work through it. 

In the meantime, could you do just one thing for me, please? Stop 
with the bottied water-Chicago’s tap water won’t kiil you, I swear. 


“You kind of have to make do,” she says. “Sometimes things require a 
litde sacrifice, but not doing so is not a sustainable way to live.” 

Just because you rent, or don’t have the cash to build— or renovate— 
your dream green home, doesn’t mean that you’re off the hook for 
making your home and lifestyle a little more eco-friendly. Even simple 
steps such as throwing this copy of RedEye in your recycling bin (or, 
if you don’t have a recycling bin, calling your landlord to urge them to 
get a recycling bin) or swapping out your standard incandescent light 
bulbs for compact fluorescent ones (CFLs) can help the environment, 
as well as your own health and well-being, according to Rich Karney, 
Energy Star program manager for the U,S, energy department. Here are 
10 simple places to start, with input from Karney and the Department 
of Energy/Environment Protection Agency’s Energy Star Program, 



Use efficient bulbs 

3 Replacing one 100-watt incandescent bulb with a 32-watt CFL, which 
uses 75 percent less energy and lasts about 10 times longer than an 
incandescent bulb, saves about $30 over its lifetime and pays for 
itseif in about six months. Even if you don’t have the cash to replace all your 
bulbs at once, swap out the five lamps that you use most often, Karney says. 
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Circulate 

6 Fans use less energy than air 

conditioning. In the summer, fans 
can provide evaporative cooling 
on days that aren’t too humid. In the winter, 
fans can blow hot air down from the ceiling 
while also breaking up the stagnant, 
stratified air.

Clean up 

4 By cleaning your refrigerator’s coils, you can cut down on the 
amount of energy it uses. Make sure to dust off the coils, as 
well as roll out the unit and clean In back. 


Turn off your computer 

5 If you aren’t going to use 
your computer for more 
than 20 minutes, turn it 
off. Even though the computer 
will cause a small energy surge 
when it starts up, that amount 
of energy is less than the energy 
used when a computer is running 
for long periods of time-even on 
standby mode. 



Use a power strip 

7 Plug your monitor, printer and other 

computer accessories into a power strip or 
surge protector. When you’re not going to 
use it for an extended period, like over the weekend, 
turn off the power strip’s switch.

8 “The purpose 
of the 

dishwasher 
is to wash dishes,” 
Karney says. “Don’t 
wash dishes before 
you put them in the 
dishwasher. You can 
scrape food or sauces 
off, but you don’t 
have to scrub [the 
dishes].” Doing so 
saves a “hell of a lot 
of water,” he added.

Shower efficiently 

Install low-flow devices in the shower head that are available at just 
about every hardware store. Doing so cuts down on the amount of 
water you use, which, in turn, reduces the amount of water that needs 
to be heated. 

Reduce, reuse, recycle 

Buy what you can in bulk-it not only uses less wasteful 
packaging, it’s also cheaper. When you can, reuse or recycle 
packaging containers, such as the jar In which you 
bought your jelly or peanut butter.

Some people called it That ShowAbout Yuppies Who 
Whine. 

But for many loyal viewers, “thirtysomething” felt 
like a burst of refreshing honesty on network TV, a 

show that dared to highlight the difficulties of balancing marriage, career, parent- 
hood and friendships; in other words, the stuff of life. 

But here’s the funny thing about watching “thirtysomething: The Complete First 
Season,” released this week on DVD: What seemed groundbreaking about this 
drama back in 1987— the sexual candor! the heated arguments between spouses! — 
plays now like pretty standard, albeit still compelling, TV 

That’s a testament to the thirtysomething’s place in American culture. Glimmers 
of the show’s almost cinematic approach to capturing upper-middle-class angst can 
be seen in many influential series that followed it, from “Sex and the City” to “Mad 
Men.” Even the lowercase title thing seems prophetic: Isn’t that the way people 
type and text and tweet? 

As for the charge about the characters being too whiny, well ... yes, they do have 
a tendency to sweat the small stuff But even those dips into self-absorption seem a 
little ahead of their time. These days, everybody complains “thirtysomething”-style 
about how hard life is, only now they do it online. 

The creators and cast members— many of whom participate in the DVD’s robust 
extras that include a 40 -page booklet assessing the show’s impact— had a sense 
of humor about the criticisms lobbed at their show. During one of the collection’s 
several featurettes, we learn that cast members (and real-life spouses) Ken Olin and 
Patricia Wettig had T-shirts made for their fellow actors that said, “Skinny White 
People From Hell.” 

Those fun little anecdotes are what will make fans extra happy to finally get their 
hands on this DVD.

It’s a far-out hippie invasion, man, as thousands of people 
descend on little White Lake, N. Y, for the Woodstock Music 
Festival. Behind the scenes is Elliot (Demetri Martin), who helps 
bring the fest to a neighboring farm and invites tons of people 
to stay at his parents’ humble hotel. Cue the chilled-out declara- 
tions of peace and drug-induced, naked dancing. 

The buzz: Director Ang Lee (“Brokeback Mountain”) nor- 
mally doesn’t do sprawling, comedic stories like this, but, work- 
ing from Elliot Tiber’s book, longtime Lee screenwriter James 
Schamus has real-life help. However, they also have a Woodstock 
movie without any musical performances and, in Martin, a lead 
actor without much dramatic experience. 

The verdict: “Taking Woodstock” asks that you ride along its 
loose, laid-back vibe or start flinging mud.

An eon of Neo

When it opened in a dingy Lincoln Park alley in 
the summer of 1979, the nightclub Neo became 
a sensation virtually overnight. 

A new wave go-to for after-hours mingling, a 
safe-haven hangout for punk kids more inter- 
ested in dancing than drugs, the hole-in-the- 
wall thrived on good music, good people and 
very little pretense. Six months in, it made the 
Chicago Reader’s “hot list” as Chicago’s new It 
dance club. 

That was the beginning. 

Thing is, there’s no end in sight. The now 
goth-centric dance club has seen its 30th birth- 
day and continues to thrive— not just survive. 

Few businesses are around that long, let 
alone nightclubs. Count among the old-school 
Chicago establishments a handful of restau- 
rants (R.J. Grunts and La Creperie are in their 
30s; Italian Village and Ann Sather are in their

golden years), but not a whole lot of clubs. Exit 
has been around since 1981 but didn’t move to 
its present location until 1994. Berlin opened 
its doors in 1983. Excalibur, the baby of the 
bunch, turns 20 this fall. 

On a recent Thursday night— Atomic 
Thursdays, they’re called— by half-past mid- 
night, the small dance floor was packed with 
patrons of all stripes. Men in tutus mingled 
with women in bondage wear. A guy in a wheel- 
chair spun in tandem with a group of twenty- 
somethings wearing vintage concert tees from 
Neo’s heyday 

Current manager Scott Wilkins worked 


behind the bar, pouring pint after pint of $2 
draft PBR. This is how he met his wife, 20 years 
ago. The bouncers outside that night? Engaged, 
after meeting at Neo. 

“There’s actually a lot of people who met 
here and ended up getting married,” Wilkins 
says. “We’ve had people get married in here. 
We’ve had movies shot here. The wackiness is 
what makes it funny” 

The crowd is what makes it work. 

Wilkins says he knows people who work 
in the financial district on LaSalle Street who 
come to Neo late at night. He talks about PhDs 
and college professors who’ve bumped into 
their students at the club. Kids of parents who 
were here in the early ’80s celebrate their 21st 
birthdays here. Pair those with cross-dressers, 
trans-genders, heavily made-up goths and neo- 
punks, and it makes for quite the mix. 

“You can really be yourself around here,”

Wilkins says. “Pretty much everyone is accept- 
ed, and when someone does come in and start 
poking fun of people in here who might be dif- 
ferent, we handle that pretty quickly It’s just 
not tolerated.” 

Original owner Larry Acciari says Neo still 
operates the way he and Eric Larson set it up 
30 years ago. 

“Our whole thing was to run it like a business, 
a place where people could come and have fun,” 
he says. 

“The whole feeling of going through that 
little alley was huge to the aura and the appeal 
of what it projected. It’s tucked away in back, 
almost like a secret place to go.” 

Business antics aside, former bouncer Ken 
Ellis recalls Neo’s so-called golden era with 
a twinkle in his eye. When asked why it still 
works, his explanation is as simple as it gets: 
“Good room, good music.” 
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Here’s what I’m 
watching this weekend.
